Cue for Passion- Miller 11/25. 5 pro- Times, Herald 
Tribune, Post, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- 
and 2 con- News, Mirror- filed on Elmer Rice new play pre- 
sented by Playwrights Co-Franchot Productions with John 
Kerr, Diana Wynyard, staged by author. Majority approved 
of all elements of modern paychological melodrama based 
on "Hamlet", though several did not agree with ending. Dis- 
senters vetoed script as too wordy. A well-bred whodunit, 
one of Rice's most interesting plays, applauded Atkinson , 
Times. Though play is 1/2 textual matter comparing it with 
Shakespeare's character and though the play sits uneasily 
at the fulcrum of a teeter-totter-Shakespeare going down 
while Freud goes up, and vice versa, Kerr, Herald Tribune, 
felt 4 actors brought handsome control to the problem. A 
taut and compelling modern drama , inspite of an uncon - 
vincing ending, okays Watts, Post. Absorbing psychological 
play, artfully directed, superbly cast with Kerr's perform- 
ance alone making show worthwhile, cheers McClain, Jour- 
nal American. Piercing drama with a powerful troupe, 
agrees Aston,WTS. Negative voters Chapman, News, and 
Coleman, Mirror, both panned verbose script rather than 
the cast. More grammar than passion, summed former, 
while latter billed it a high-falutin', windy reworking of 
"Hamlet" with many words difficult for actors to cope with. 
Coleman also suggested that another director could have 
cut to advantage. Journal American poll of audience voted 
2 pros, 6 cons, 


Edwin Booth- 46th St 11/24. 1 pro- World Telegram- 
Sun- and 6 cons- filed on Milton Geiger's play with Jose 
Ferrer as star, director and co-producer with Playwrights 
Co. Play and players-including lan Keith, Lorne Greene, 
Lois Smith- shared blame. Aston, WTS, the sole affirm - 
ative voter, mildly okayed Ferrer as star and director 
for presenting series of rather ripe biographical scenes. 
But majority disagreed, some rather violently. Atkinson, 
Times, panned play as old-fashioned stereoptican lecture 
with Ferrer as both star and director performing at a 
low level of taste . Rather gloomy, reflective portrait 
lacking genuine heat, adds Kerr, Herald Tribune, who did 
enjoy early scenes with Stephen Franken as the young 
Booth. Neither author nor Ferrer persuaded Chapman, 
News, they got inside the real Booth, He also applauded 
Franken's portrayal. Essential facts presented on too 
skimpy a frame, seldom moving, noted Coleman, Mirror. 
Whole conception an unhappy one, concluded Watts, Post. 
McClain, Journal American, approved entire cast but 
feared play never came to grip with fundamentals. Jour- 
nal American audience poll voted 4 pro, 0 con,

presentation of French speaking Vieux Columbier Theatre, Paris 
presenting Racine's 17th century tragedy after a nationwide tour. 
Competent cast fills play with beauty, horror and fear in a superb 
production, okayed Campbell, Times. Though rhymed couplets 
prove boring the stage springs to life when Marguerite Jamois 
and director Raymond Gerome take over, comments Chapman, 
News. An absorbing play presenting a timeless thriller, noted 
Coleman, Mirror. Though performance was uneven the portray- 
als by Jamois and Gerome are successful, added Krisher, World 
Telegram & Sun.

The Quare Fellow is an exciting character study of a 
community of Irish prisoners and guards exquisitely pro - 
duced, directed and acted.

The 
cast is so believable that it seems incredible that every mem- 
ber did not spend at least 8 years in the very jail, as did the

Cue for Passion is a mildly interesting modern "Ham- 
let'"' about a group of characters located in Southern California 
in the 1930's hard-by an unabridged dictionary. As a technical 
exercise in playwrighting, adapting a fairly happy com bination 
of "Hamlet" and Freud, the play is downright ingenious. Though 
all of the characters use paragraph long sentences chock-full 
of oversized words and technical phrases, the play maintains 
its interest to the very last minute. 


Edwin Booth is an ambitious attempt to present an 
biography of the famed actor that falls flat after a fascinat- 
ing start. When explaining the background of the youth the 
production had all the needed assets. But it soon becomes 
top-heavy with loud theatrics, each man shouting for him- 
self,

Sextet is an incredible and unbeatable combination 
of bad writing, acting and direction, plus a full measure of 
bad taste. This is the kind of Off Broadway "vanity" product- , 
fon that should pay the audience to attend, and it would still 
have difficulty finding recruits. 


The arguement that Maria Golovin failed because the 
producers appealed to playgoers Instead of the opera ticket 
buyers, as detailed by Taubman, Times, is valid as far as 
it goes. But it still does not explain why these same opera 
ticket buyers, who also can read the theatre pages and ads 
without a license, did not support the production, no matter 
what label was attached to it. While it is refreshing to blame 
someone beside the critics for the sudden death of a product- 
ion, it is still the ticket-buyers, be they theatre-fans or opera 
buffs, who decide the ultimate fate of any given production.

The several recent display ads appealing directly to 
the public to support certain productions, and telling the 
critics in a polite tone to go-to-hell, are healthy signs that 
should be encouraged,

The various theatre educational plans to encourage 
playgoing among students is a commendable program, but 
should be limited to students with tickets. At a recent second . 
night a group of well-dressed teen-agers forced open an exit 
door during a highly dramatic scene onstage. Instead of being 
thrown out, the usher invited the gang to take seats, The group 
was immune to the continued urgings of audience members to 
stop talking and finally left via the front door. Let us hope 
this is an isolated sad example and that the student ticket 
plan is actually encouraging playgoing, the legit way.
